EAST Sf. LOUIS. 


Plans For the New City Hali—Scheme For 
Draining the Ponds—News Items. 


The St. Clair assault and battery case as- 
sumed another phase this morning, which, for 
a time, at least, will interrupt the proceedings, 
At yesterday evening’s trial before ’Squire 
Lynn, Annie Wilson, alias Mrs. St. lair, ad- 
mitted that nomarriage ceremony had been 
performed, and accused St. Clair 
of robbery, giving information which 


led to the recovery of some 
of tne stolen property. S8t. Ulair was held 
overin the sum of $200, to appear before the 
grand jury. Charges of robbery and adulterv 
were then preferred against him, which are to 
be ventilated in’Squire Lyrn’s court this after- 
noon. This morning St. Clair entered suit in 
‘Sauire Draggon’s court against the woman, 
charging her with stealing his trunk, clothing 
and jewelry, and also living in open and 
notorious adultery. When the constable vis- 
ited the domicile of the Wiison girl she was 
nowhere to be found, and a closer investiga- 
tion revealed the fact that the girl had dis- 
osed of all St. Clair’s available property and 
= for more congenial parts while he was in 
jail. 

Yesterday’s election for Supervisor at 
Cahokia was the quietest and closest-contested 
ever held in that burg. COlovis Soucey, the 
present incumbent, was re-elected by just one 
vote, having received fifty-one, while Dr. 
Reuvis, his opponent for the position, re- 
ceived fifty votes. Dr. Reuvis will contest the 
election of Mr. Soucey. 

Fred Stolvert, a young butcher employed 
nearthe Stock Yards, was last night’s victim 
to the gang of young highway robbers that in- 
fest the locality near the bridge approach. 
Stolvert crossed the bridge from St. 
Louis about 9o0’clock and had just left the 
bridge, whenjtwo men suddenly confronted him 
and beat him in a most brutal mannner 
one of them usingaclub. A policeman pass- 
ing along that way found Stolvert lying on the 

avementin aninsensible condition. His va- 
ise, containing about $25 worth of clothing, 
and a pocket-book and $2 in currency repre- 
sent Stolvert’sloss. The police have no clue 
to the perpetrators of these nightly outrages 

The latest scheme entered into by East St. 
Louisans isto drain the city by wneans of a 
main sewer running from Heim’s Brewery to 
Cahokia Creek. Mr. ae the well-known 
surveyor, has been engaged on the plan for 
some time past, and now prvuposes to 
drain ail the ponds and =~sloughs for 
$4,500. The sewer, consisting of an 
eighteen-inch crock pipe, will be laid 
at Heim’s brewery, down Lilinois to Coliinsviille 
avenue, along the east side of Collinsville 
avenue to Division avenue, where it will con- 
nect with the pipe already running into 
Cahokia Creek. ‘The fall of the pipe from 
Heim’s brewery tothe corner of Collinsville 
avenue and St. Louis avenve will be nearly 
three aud one bali feet to 1,000 feet, and trom 
St. Louis avenue to Division avenue only 
one foot. The pipes already running along 
Division avenue to Cahokia Creek will be 
lowered a few feet to connect with the main 
pipe. Mr. Ludwig guarantees the pipes to 
drain the sloughs and deep ponds ot the Sce- 
ond and Fourth wards, which have long been 
an eyesore to East St. Louis. Several parties 
have already subscribed tothe fund which is 
being raised to execute the work, end 
thisevening the full amount wi!l be contri- 
buted and work commenced immediately. 
Many are of the opinion that the sewer will be 
a failure and will meet with the same fate as 
the Tenth street sewer, which was abandoned 
as impracticable when half completed. The 
pipes would undoubtedly drain the city in dry 
weather, butin times of high water would 
serve as an outletto the overflowing Cahokia 
and succeed in submerging the city. 

The City Council will hold a meeting in the 
old Council Chamber to-night, when the 
plans and specifications forthe new Shee Hall 
will be submitted. Bids for the work will im- 
mediately be considered and the work of re- 
construccion is expected to becommenced in 
nine days. The contract will call 
for the completion of the building 
in six weeks, and on the first of May business 
will be running smoothly in the new City Hall, 
The first floor wiil contain the Post-oftice, 
Mayor's office, City Engineer’s office and City 
Treasurer’s office. A court-reom 40x40 will 
occupy the west side of the second etory, on 
the east side will be the office of the City 
Clerk, _Council chamber, Clerk of the 
Court of Records and a jury room. A large 
vault running from the first floor tothe second 
story will be built inthe center of the building, 
in which will be stored all city records and 
valuable papers, preventing the possibility of 
their destruction by another fire.

OUR SOUTHEASTERN TRADE. 

Some fifteen years agothe Iron Mountain 
Railroad was completed to Belmont and 
TILOMAS ALLEN, the President of the road, 
took a trip over his lineto Belmont, thence 
to Union City, over the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad, and thence over the Nashville and 
Chattanooga MRailroad to Chattanooga, 
Atlanta, and Savannah. The result 
of this trip was an arrangement with 
E. W. Cone, President of the Nashville and 
Chattanooga Railroad, and Joseph Brown, of 
the Western and Atlantic Railroad, by which 
the trade of St. Louis was greatiy increased, 
and at that time (before the building of the 
Texas route) the main receipts of freight 
of the Itfon Mountain Railroad were drawn 
from that quarter, St. Louis, at that time, 
sent commercial travelers out and soon se- 
cured a large proportion of the Southeastern 
trade. Shortly afterwards the Southeastern 
Railroad was built, and by purchase of 
the Evansville and Nashville tailroad 
another through route was established, al! 
to the benefit of St. Louis. Some five years 
ago a warof rates took place between the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Nashville 
and Chattanooga railroads from certain 
stations. Afterwards the Nashville and Chat- 
tanooga road bought the old Southeastern, 
and for fear of their rival controlling the 
Southeastern track the Louisville and Nash- 
ville secured (by thetreachery of one of the 
directors of the N. & C. R. R.) the contro! of 
both the Southexsstern and the entire 
ine to Atlanta and allcities in that direction. 
On getting control of the various roads 
great promises were made by the officers of 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad. They 
would build elevators for grain at Charleston 
and at Savannah, and give low rates from St. 
Louis to compete withthe river route to 
New Orleans; a line of steamships would be 
put on between Pensacola and Havana; the 
Louisville and Nashville people would build 
up ali the towns through which their road 
ran; they would not work in favor of Louis- 
ville and against St. Louis, Evansville or 
Nashville, etc., etc. Look at the resuit. 
All the Southeastern merchants admit that it 
takes from two to three davs to get freight 
from Louisvilleto Montgomery, Atlanta and 
other cities, while it takes from ten to four- 
teen daysfrom St. Louis. Therefore mer- 
chants buyin Louisville, although St. Louis 
is a cheaper point for zrain, provisions, wood- 
enware, flourand many other articles. The 
city cf Louisville owns some two million do}l- 
lars of stock in the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad and controls the directory of that 
road. Since the purchase of the road by the 
Louisville and Nashville the stock has been 
watered 100 per cent, and, of course, to keep 
up the earnings pro rata the branch roads have 
been permitted to run down for the purpose 
of allowing their directors who speculate in 
Wall street to make a handsome profit on the 
watered stock. The St. Louis division of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad has been 
hardly safe for travel for the last year, and 
since the rise in the Okaw River it is difticult 
to tell when it will safely carry passengsrs. 
When running passenger trains, its schedule 
time is fifteen miles an hour to Evansville 
and Nashville—the time of freight trains— 
while onthe main line from Louisville to 
Nashville, where a good track is kept up, the 
time is twenty-five miles an hour. Look at 
the difference in the time of the Iron Moun- 
tain southwest and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville southeast. Can St. Louis afford to re- 
main idle and Jose her Southeastern trade— 
a trade that is valuable in every respect? The 
Board of Trade and the Chamber of Com- 
merce ought to take actionin regard to ia- 
creasing our communication with that part of 


the South. 


WHENEVER the ouwide world hears any- 
thing from Wright county, on tae Arkansas 
border of this State, that anything is sure to 
be something refreshing and newsy. It was 
only amonth ago that an old man was shot 
and scalped by his step-daughter in that re- 
gion, and now the hardy Ozark mountaineers 
are attending to the saloon-keepers, who, 
with the railroad, are invading the county. 
A dozen railway employes got up a row in 
one of the new bar-rooms, the other day, 
when the CALHOUN brothers happened to 
pass by. It does not appear on the record 
that the CALHOUNS had any vital interest at 
stake in the quarrel, or that they had ever 
known any of the parties to the disturbance 
before it began, but they went down into 
their boot-legs, drew their trusty bowie- 
knives and involved themselves in the tur- 
moil. Railway hands were slitup the back 
and cleaved down the chine and ripped 
crossways and cut into sausage meat and 
messed ail over the premises until the CaL- 
HOUNS grew tired of carnage and rode away 
to their peaceful and happy homes. If the 
CALHOUNS get their hands in there will bea 
fine opening for an artificial limb factory in 
Southwestern Missouri.

ONE of the best suggestions made by the 
late grand jury was the one in reference to 


thinning out the drinking-saloons of the city | 


by imposing a heavy municipal tax on them. 
We have in this city at least 1,800 places where 
liquors are publicly sold, They are ail! 


/ 


licensed, but any man who can secure the 
signatures of his property-holding neighbors 
can secure a license. Fully one-third of these 
saloons are mere tripots—lounging-places 
for vicious hoodlums and schools of vice. 
Half the murders and crimes of the 
city are directly traceable to them. 
If the municipal authorities would fix 
a heavy license tax on saloons, the public 
revenue would not only be increased but the 
business of retailing ‘iquors would be con- 
fined to a responsible class. The low dogger- 
ies would be wiped out of existence, and the 
average saloon-keeper would be a man inter- 
estedin preserving order about his premises. 
He would have no dissipated or disreputable 
idlers hanging around his doors, because that 
sort of thing would have a tendency to drive 
away his better-class customers. It is not 
prohibition that society demands, but a regu- 
lation of the liquor traffic. Prohibition is 
not practicable, while regulation is. We 
confidently believe that, if the suggestion of 
the grand jury were carried out the morals 
of the city would be improved Gfty per cent 
before the close of the year. The municipa 
exchequer certainly would be.

MR. CONKLING’S declination of the Justice- 
ship offered him by Mr. ARTHUR and ipn- 
dorsed by the Senate is something of a sur- 
prise, for life positions of this character are 
not handed around every day. We have not 
seen his letter yet and do not know the terms 
upon which his refusal is based, but it is safe 
to assume that his reasons are satisfactory 
for declining a second time a seat on the 
woolsack of the highest courtin the land. 
There has always been a manly dignity 
and sense of reserve force about Mr. CoNnx- 
LING which distinguished him from the 
men around him, and this characteristic 
never stood out more sharply than at this 
moment.

FAST FLAMES, 


The Prompt Arrival of the Engines Prevents 
a Big Fire. 

At 11 o’ciock this morning a boy named 
Charles Stiehle, employed as acollector for 
the Citizens’ Savings Bank, called at the com- 
mission house of H. D. Meyer, No. 5 Market 
street, to collect a draft, and as he was about 
toenter the store on the first floor he dis- 
covered flames leaping toward the ceiling 
from a pile of bagging in the rear of the store. 
As no one was seen in the room he ran into 
the hallway leading to the upper stories, 
yelled ‘‘fire,’’ and runing to thecorner of 
Main and Walnut streets turned on an alarm. 
The second, third and fourth stories of the 
building are occupied by the King Paper Box 
Company, who employ fitteen girls. The lat- 
ter, hearing the cry of fire and 
smelling smoke, immediately dropped, 
their work and ran screaming 
down the stairs into the street, leaving their 
street clothing behind them. The fire spread 
with remarkable rapidity, and within three 
minutes ofthe first alarm the building was 
filled with smoke, and flames were bursting 
jzom the upper windows. The prompt arrival] 
of the steamers of the district undoubtedly 
prevented a very destructive fire. The build- 
ing was soon flooded with water, anda the de- 
struction was confined within its walis. The 
building No. 7, occupied by the John Shields 
Grocery Company, wus filled with smoke, but 
little or no damage was done to the stock. 

No. 5 was badly scorched, but the floors re- 
mained intact. The stock of the King Paper 
Box Company was badly damaged. It was 
valved at about $4,000 and was insurea for 
$2 ,000. in the commission house were 
stored 25,000 wheat begs and dried 
fruits, etc., valued at about $8,000; 
insured for 4,000. The fire, which originated 
in the bags near the north wall of the building, 
cannot be accounted for, as there were no 
matches or inflammabiejmaterial near them. 
The damage tothe lower floor will probably 


not be over $500.

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 
Has Judge Laughlin Jurisdiction 
to Try Baron Bechtolsheim? 


Or Must the Cases Against Him Ge to 
the Federal Courts? 


When the Criminal Court met this morning 
to take further testimony in the case of F. B. 
Bechtolsheim, the ex-Austro-Hungarian Con- 
sul, an interesting and important law 
point was brought out by Col. Nor- 


mile for the defense. The defendant is 
charged with embezzling $161’ from Jo- 
seph Wallach, a farmer living in Jefferson 
countv, for whom Bechtolsheim’ collected 
some money at Prague. Col. Nermile 
claimed that Bechtolsheim was a Consul pres- 
ent inthis city for a foreign country. He was 
applied to and acted tor a Jefferson county 
farmer, Who was an Austrian and who in- 
voked the assistance of the Austrian consulate 
at this point to collect money in the old coun- 
try. His seal wus wanted, and in all the 
transaction the defendant’s actions were 
official and under the provisions of the Fed- 
eral Constitution, which expressly declared 
thut such a case did not come within the juris- 
diction of a State court. Concerning the 
jurisdiction of the Federal couris in the par- 
ticular case nothing was -aid. 

Mr. Charles Gibson and son appeared for 


the State. In reply to this ar- 
gumert Mr. Gibson said that Bech- 
tolsheim bad acted in ra double 


way. The testimonyin his judgment showed 
that the transaction had completely passed 
out of the ofticial hands and was Jeft to Bech.- 
tolsheim as a private matter. He thought 
that in this case the evidence should certainly 
go to the jury. . 

Judge Laughlin—The question here is in- 
teresting and important. The Austrian Gov- 
erninent might demand to know why its re- 
presentative was dealt with by a State 
court. This would put the Government 
in the attitude of supporting a State, while 
all the States have pledged their power to 
enforce the decrees of the Federal Courts. For 
this reason 1 will ho!ld the jury until to mor- 
row and will then give you that time to inves- 
tigate the questions. Many of these potuats, I 
contess, xre en irely novel to me. I Cansee 
the point mude by Mr. Gibson, namely: 
that the defendant might act for 
himself independent of his official position. 
A decision inthe matter of an ambassador, 
minister or consul might resultin war, and as 
it is novel and imporiant I desire to hear from 
you to-morrow. 

The jury was then given in charge of the 
Sheritf until to-morrow mo.ning at 10 0’clock. 
Mr. Gibson said the question was a serious 
one, and in the event of a decision that there 
was no juris diction to punish the crime, a 
consul might embezzle with impunity.
